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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 1 ,2,5-33 and 36-39 have been 
considered. Regarding claims 1, 2, 29, 32, 33, Applicant argues the reference Ludwig does not mention specifically transmitting payload 
and header information in either acknowledged or unacknowledged modes, as recited in the claims. Ludwig discloses the TCP packets 
are transmitted only in numbered channels, and UDP packets are transmitted only unnumbered channels. Examiner contends the 
reference Ludwig discloses implicitly transmitting payload and header information in acknowledged or unacknowledged modes. 
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
